THE Pa na ma Ca na l ma y someda y ha ve 
a riva l. Mex ica n engineers, a t a recent 
convention, ha ve revived the old project of 
cutting the Isthmus of Tehua ntepec a n d 
ma king a new connection there between 
the Atla ntic a nd Pa cific ocea ns. But utiliz­ 
ing the Coa tza coa lcos River, some 90 miles 
of the estima ted 140 could be constructed 
with fa ir ea se, though some of the kinks in 
the river might ha ve to be ta ken out. 
There a re....I wo a rguments for a new 
ca na l. One is tha t of milita ry security. 
With two ca na lsAhere would be less da nger 
of a nother Pea rl Ha rbor a tta ck blocking 
the one wa terwa y between the o c e a n s 
north of Ca pe Horn. The other ha s to do 
with dista nce. Some 1500 miles, it is esti­ 
ma ted, would be sa ved between the Pa cific 
end of the ca na l a nd sea ports on our West 
Coa st. 
If discussion beca me serious, we should 
proba bly hea r more of a proposed Nica ­ 
ra gua route. This, a serious riva l to the 
Pa na ma route before the la tter wa s fina lly 
selected, would be 169 miles long, of which 
121 miles would follow La kes Nica ra gua 
a nd Ma na gua a nd the Sa n J ua n River. An 
objection is the frequency of ea rthqua kes in 
this volca nic region. 
The Mex ica n route ha s the ba cking of 
Edwin W. Pa uley, whom President Truma n 
wa nted to a ppoint a s a ssista nt secreta ry of 
the Interior. He now hea ds a n oil compa ny 
which is ex ploring the tidela nds off t h e 
Isthmus of Tehua ntepec, seeking oil. H i s 
support could mea n serious considera tion 
for a Mex ioa n ca na l. 


NEEDS OF AFRICA 
OBSERVERS of Europea n efforts to 
ha sten the development of Africa n re-1 
sources a re convinced tha t the na tives { 
themselves a re not a ble to esta blish indus­ 
tries, ba nking services, tra nsporta tion sys­ 
tems a nd educa tiona l p r o g r a m s . They 
think independence for the va rious colonies 
of the Da rk Continent would mea n slower 
development a nd would provide opportun- ! 
ities for unprincipled lea ders to ta ke con­ 
trol, to the ultima te undoing of the na tive 
popula tion. 
I he development 
progra ms 
now under wa y include pla ns for ex pert 
supervision a nd a dministra tion by Euro­ 
pea ns, which will presuma bly r e s u 1 1 in 
benefits to a ll concerned. 
Politica l 
independence 
for 
ba ckwa rd 
countries is a n idea l which is often destined 
to be slow of a chievement. The long proc­ 
ess of educa tion for self-government is 
usua lly pa inful a nd full of set-ba cks. La te ‘ 
in sta rting, the Africa n peoples ha ve a long 
i 
slow pull towa rd eventua l freedom. 


Every time a nyone ra ises the question of 
re-ex a mining the tex tbooks used in our 
schools a nd colleges, there is a lw a ys a 
howl. The origin of tha t, of course, wa s the 
sa va ge burning of books by Hitler. But tha t 
wa s not the first time books were burned 
or prohibited. As a ma tter of fa ct, no books 
a re permitted to be written, printed, pub­ 
lished or rea d in Soviet Russia which, in 
a ny ma nner, differ with the pa rticula r 
views of the Kremlin dicta torship a t a pa r­ 
ticula r moment. 
There is a nother point to a ll this, how­ 
ever. Some tpooks ma y a dvoca te dem on­ 
stra bly fa lse doctrines. Adults m a y rea d 
such books a nd decide for them selves wha t 
they think of them. For insta nce, one m a y 
rea d Ada m Smith, J ohn Stua rt Mill, Her­ 
bert Spencer a nd Ka rl Ma rx . In a ll this lit­ 
era ture there is difference a nd disa gree­ 
ment. The young student a t college should 
be ex posed to these differences a nd dis­ 
a greements, but when a professor em pha ­ 
sizes a point of view, when he sla nts his 
lectures to follow a present-da y l i n e of 
propa ga nda , he m a y do the student consid- 
! era ble ha rm. 
As a result of a pa rent’s letter, I ha ve 
been rea ding “ Econom ics” by J ohn Ise, 
professor of economics, university of Ka n­ 
sa s. It is a book of 705 pa ges a nd the pa r­ 
ent writes me tha t it is used in New York 
university. In ma ny wa ys it is a n interest­ 
ing book, but certa inly I could qua rrel with 
it a t ma ny points. For insta nce, Ise ex pects 
ca pita lism to be a ba ndoned in the United 
Sta tes. He sa ys: 
“ I ha ve empha sized the essentia l cha r­ 
a cteristics of ca pita lism a t m a ny points 


I a nd ha ve stressed the fa ct tha t, like a ll hu­ 
ma n institutions, it ha s been a nd is cha ng­ 
ing, tha t it ha s now been displa ced in pa rts 
of the world, a nd tha t it ma y presently ha ve 
to be a ba ndoned, even in the United Sta tes, 
if its worst fa ults ca nnot be corrected.” 
Precisely in wha t countries ha s ca pita l­ 
ism been a ba ndoned where the conditions 
a re like those in the United Sta tes? T h e 
only country to which the lea rned professor 
could point perha ps is Grea t Brita in, where 
a bout 20 percent of the na tiona l economy 
ha s been a ba ndoned to Socia lism a fter two 
deva sta ting world wa rs which lost for Brit­ 
a in both its empire a nd its liquid reserves. 
And even for tha t 20 percent, Grea t Brita in 
ha s ha d to be dependent upon ca pita listic 
United Sta tes for a id a nd support. 
In no other country ha ve economic, socia l 
a nd politica l conditions, the instruments for 
the crea tion of wea lth, the sta nda rds of 
living of the people or their a ccesses to op­ 
portunities been a nything like those in the 
United Sta tes. Certa inly, Russia never en­ 
joyed the ca pita list system . Germa ny did, 
but it a lso continued certa in limiting con­ 
trols which were, by their na ture, Socia l­ 
istic. The Sta te Socia lism of Adolf Hitler 
wa s the inevita ble result of the economic 
a nd socia l processes a dvoca ted by Ferdi­ 
na nd La ssa lle a nd developed by Bisma rck. 
Any student who gets his economics from 
Ise’s book gets a nti-ca pita list economics, 
gets opposition to wha t ca n be described a s I 
the America n wa y of life, not only in the 
field of economics, but in the field of mor­ 
a ls a nd religion. 
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“ And now in conclusion I wa nt to show you how to 
brea k a club a fter you miss a n ea sy putt.”

New Faces Made By Surgery

PLASTIC 
eurgery 
ha s 
ma de 
ma ny a dva nces in recent yea rs, 
pa rticula rly a s a result of the wa r, 
so tha t toda y more a nd more oper­ 
a tions a re being ca rried out, not 
only to ma ke good the deformities 
due to a ccident, but to correct 
na tura l defects. 
The ma teria ls utilized by the 
pla stic surgeon a re usua lly those 
supplied by the body itself—skin, 
bone, fa t, a nd ca rtila ge. Where 
these will not serve, it ha s recently 
been found tha t certa in a rtificia l 
meta l ma teria ls ca n be pressed into 
service. 
W idely Used 
Ca rtila ge is, perha ps, the most 
widely used tissue in pla stic sur­ 
gery. It is possible to store ca r­ 
tila ge tissue for months in sa lt solu­ 
tion so tha t it ma y be employed 
when needed. 
Bone is a lso employed. The bone 
ma y be cut from the hip bones a nd 
then 
tra nspla nted 
to 
the 
a rea 
where it is needed. 
Fa t a lso is employed to build up 
ca vities a nd fill out depressions. 
This fa t ma y be ta ken from the 
wa ll of the a bdomen. 
If such pla stic opera tions ca n­ 
not be successfully ca rried out to ■ 
rebuild the fa ce structures, a rtifi-1 
cia l ma teria ls a re used for building 
the nose a nd ea r or eye sockets. 
These a re ma de of la tex or wha t is 
known a s vinyl 
(vi-nil) 
resins. 
These ma teria ls ca n be colored to 
ma tch the flesh a nd a re held in 
pla ce with wa terproof a dhesive. 
Defects of the nose, the upper 
ja w a nd the chin ma y often be 
filled 
out 
with 
ta nta lum 
steel. 
Wha t is known a s ta nta lum ga uze 
ma y be put into sma ll wounds to 
fill out a ga p in the tissues. 


| 
Ore o f the most common types 
of pla stic opera tions is to remove 
a hump on the nose. Such opera tions 
ca n be ca rried out so tha t they 
lea ve no visible sca rs. 
Protruding Ja w 
Another common opera tion is 
tha t to correct a protruding ja w. 
This is done by removing a portion 
of the ja w bone on ea ch side. 
Wrinkles, folds a nd pouches in 
the skin ma y be oblitera ted or 
elimina ted for a period of three or 
four yea rs by cutting out a va ry­ 
ing a mount of skin tissue. Follow­ 
ing the opera tion, the skin is tight, 
but a na tura l ex pression is re­ 
ga ined a fter a few weeks. 
Ma ny persons who enga ge in 
a thletics, pa rticula rly box ing a nd 
wrestling, ma y develop wha t is 
known a s ca uliflower ea rs. This 
condition results from tea ring the 
blood vessels a nd the forma tion of 
blood clots. In the elimina tion of 
these ca uliflower ea rs, the blood 
clots must be removed a nd the ea rs 
resha ped. 
Ea rs tha t protrude ca nnot be 
corrected by pressure from a ba nd­ 
a ge or a ca p. An opera tion is nec­ 
essa ry to overcome this condition.

New Faces Made By Surgery 


By HERMAN ti. BUNDESEN. Mi). 
PLASTIC aurgery 
has 
made 
many advances in recent years, 
particularly as a result of the war, 
so that today more and more oper­ 
ations are being carried out, not 
only to make good the deformities 
due to accident, but to correct 
natural defect*. 
The materials utilized by the 
plastic surgeon are usually those 
supplied by the body itself—s’tin, 
bone, fat, and canalage. Where 
these will not serve, it has recently 
been found that certain artificial 
metal materials can be pressed into 
•ervice. 
Widely Used 
Cartilage is, perhaps, the most 
widely used tissue in plastic sur­ 
gery. It is possible to store car­ 
tilage tissue for months in salt solu­ 
tion so that it may be employed 
when needed. 
Bone is also employed. The bone 
may be cut from the hip bones and 
then transplanted to 
the area 
where it is needed. 
Fat also is employed to build up 
cavities and fill 


Ore of the most common types 
of plastic operations is to remove 
a hump on the nose. Such operations 
can be carried out so that they 
leave no visible scars. 
Protruding Jaw 
Another common operation Is 
that to correct a protruding jaw. 
This is done by removing a portion 
of the jaw bone on each side. 
Wrinkles, folds and pouches In 
the skin may be obliterated or 
eliminated for a period of three or 
four years by cutting out a vary­ 
ing amount of skin tissue. Follow­ 
ing the operation, the skin is tight, 
but a natural expression ii re­ 
gained after a few weeks. 
Many persons who engage in 
athletics, particularly boxing and 
wrestling, may develop what is 
known as cauliflower ears. This 
condition results from tearing the 
blood vessels and the formation of 
blood clots. In the elimination of 
these cauliflower ears, the blood 
clots must be removed and the ears 
reshaped. 
Ears that protrude cannot be

These materials can be colored to 
match the flesh and are held in 
place with waterproof adhesive. 
Defects of the nose, the upper 
jaw and the chin may often be 
filled out with 
tantalum steel.
